REMARKS 

This Amendment is being filed concurrently with a Request for Continued Examination 
being filed herewith in a separate paper. Upon entry of the attached amendment, Claims 1,3,6, and 
9 will be pending in this application for the Examiner's review and consideration. Claims 1 and 3 
were amended to add the limitation "wherein a reason why the stoppage of the reproduction occurs is 
displayed, when the apparatus side reproduction restriction information and the recording medium side 
reproduction restriction information do not coincide with each other." Support for this amendment 
can be found in the specification at page 9, lines 14-17 and page 13, lines 4-9. 

We also note that none of the cited references (Yonemitsu, Kurano, and Park) teach or 
suggest the critical limitation in claims 1 and 3 of considering the kinds of information such as the 
apparatus side reproduction restriction information and the recording medium side reproduction 
restriction information. Nor do any of the cited references suggest that a reason why the stoppage of 
the reproduction occurs is displayed when the apparatus side reproduction restriction information 
and the recording medium side reproduction restriction information do not coincide with each other.
